Hence, if the accocnt of his political youth is
true, he forsook ancient Federalism, came out to
tha Weat where the use of his black cockade
waa unknown, and in due time waa appointed In-

dian agent in Michigan. He supported Mr. Adams
whilst he was President, but when defeated he
passed over to Jackson, Jackson put him in office

a Governor of Michigan and Indian agent, and
afterwards made him Secretary of War. In that
department, however, he did not suit Old Hick-
ory, and was therefore sent to France to get
ttaar of him, In 1840 tha Whigs were victorious
Gen. 'Case, although then in Paris, began to man-ifea-

tha warmest personal regard for Gen. Harri-aw-

and wrote certificates to vindicate lira curlita
ry reputation from the assaults of Cass's own
party; and when Harrison died. General Cass un-
dertook to be deeply grieved, and actually cele
trated in Parrs tha 'President's death, with

ceremonies and delivered a eulogy himself,
th'inge which no other foieign minister from thi
SOunlry ever felt himself called on to da before Or

ainca. But Cass's object was obvioos and waa
well underatood here; it was laughed at by the
Whigs and curaed by tha men who are now call-
ed on to aupport him. Why, the thing went so
far that it waa even proposed to bring Gen. Cass
over and run him as a no party man to succeed
Join Tyler.

From hia letter to the Indian convention of '43,
It ia hard to tell whether ha ia (or free trade or
protection; now we are told he goea for free trade.
